My parrot only likes the sunflower seeds in her seed mix.

I equate an all seed diet to an all white bread diet. Ok, 
in the short run, but severely deficient over time. Seeds 
lack vitamin A and a number of essential oils. 

What should 1 feed my parrot? 

Feed pellet bird food. It looks like dry dog or cat food 
but much smaller, and its formulated for birds. To this 
add fresh fruits and vegetables. Offer the seeds for 10 
minutes in the morning and 10 minutes in the evening 
and leave the pellets, fruits and veggies available for 
the rest of the day.

"They probably doubted that I was making something 
interesting." 

Biology has always fascinated Mattson. "The 
science behind living things is so interesting for me," she 
said. She sees a future in bioengineering and developing 
prosthetic limbs, which is reflected in her choice of 
building a robotic claw for her senior project. 

The claw is assembled from over a dozen plastic 
pieces printed from the 3D printer and lots of glue. A few 
nuts and bolts hold together the joints that enable the 
claw's pincers to open and close at a programmed interval 
of however many seconds Mattson desires. 

There was a lot involved in the process, however, 
and after the design steps were completed, including the 
cardboard model, Mattson was permitted to take the 3D 
printer home over the four-day Martin Luther King Day 
weekend, and thus began a period of trials and errors 
galore. 

"There was a lot of file converting," said Mattson. 
She found a 2D image of a claw she liked online, and 
converted the image into a three-dimensional design. 

She spent hours upon hours printing the plastic 
parts and solving a number of technical difficulties like 
clogged plastic cartridges and recalibrating the printer. 

"It's not like a regular printer with paper," said 
Mattson. "It's a little more complicated." 

From home, Mattson printed out piece after piece, 
some taking 30 minutes and others up to four hours. 

"My parents must have hated it," said Mattson. 

"It made so much noise in our house." 

Some pieces only printed out halfway and had 
to be redone, and every trial, every error, was a test of 
patience and perseverance. But she always figured it out, 
she said. 

"There was always something," said Mattson.

Assembly took a lot of glue. "Lots and lots of 
glue," she recalled. 

"Then I had to program it. This was a very long 
process." 

She programmed the claw's "servo," a small 
motor with integrated gears, by connecting it with an 
"arduino," a simple microcontroller board, which Mattson 
said "tells something else what to do." 

"That took a lot of time and energy because I 
didn't know the angles it needed to open and close," 
Mattson said. That night before, she was still tinkering 
with it before it was ready to present to Mr. Norris. "I 
turned it on and the servo just started to spin." Not 
exactly what Mattson had wanted it to do, "So, I had to 
adjust the angles." 

Norris said Mattson was the first student to 
use the 3D printer for a final project. He recalled when 
Mattson first learned the school actually had a 3D printer 
and how excited she was. 

"She pretty much did everything on her own," 
said Norris. Given the nature of the project relative to 
Mattson's interest in developing prostheses in the future, 
he called the project and its use of the 3D printer "a real 
world application." 

According to Norris, the engineering program 
at ORR really hadn't quite adopted a specific direction 
in regards to integrating use of the 3D printer into the 
curriculum. "And then Nicole came along," Norris said. 

Mattson has been accepted into Worcester 
Polytechnical Institute, but has not yet settled on a 
placement.

boat away. 

On January 24, Mattapoisett Police Chief Mary 
Lyons said, "He claimed that he had a trailer problem," 
said Lyons, "of course, we know that wasn't true, since he 
drove off with the trailer."

Town Hopes for 'Palatable' Annex Option 

Rochester Board of Selectmen

Four members of a town hall annex appointed 
committee on January 25 presented the Rochester Board 
of Selectmen with a preliminary list of seven different 
options the town could offer town meeting voters to solve 
the town's conundrum on whether it should continue to 
rent space or invest in a town annex of its own. 

Committee member and ZBA Chairman Richard 
Cutler said no one is ready to make any decision yet on

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which of the avenues would be best suited for the town 
until every possible one is conceived and investigated. 

"We tried to think of every option . . . because if 
we don't present it at Town Meeting, someone is going to 
as, 'Well, did you think of. . ..' fill in the blank." 

Board of Selectmen Chairman Richard Nunes 
read the list aloud in no particular order. 

First option: Do nothing. Leave the town hall as it 
is today and continue to lease the Town Hall Annex from 
the Rochester Women's Club at a cost of $28,200 per year. 

Or, perhaps the town could purchase the annex 
from the Women's Club. 

Another option suggests keeping the town hall 
as it is and building a new annex building, on either land 
owned by the town or purchased by the town. 

Next option suggests building a new town hall 
to incorporate all town departments under one roof, 
either on town-owned land or property the town would 
purchase, and then converting the current town hall into a 
community center. 

Selectman Naida Parker's face gave a slight 
twinge when Nunes read aloud an option to tear down 
the current town hall to build a new town hall at the site 
that would house all town departments in one single 
building. 

The last two options were to build an addition 
onto the town hall to accommodate all departments, or 
purchase an existing building in town to convert into an

annex. 

While the committee is doing its due diligence in 
exploring all available options, and as selectmen weigh 
those options, what it boils down to, Nunes summarized, 
is which option voters would approve a Proposition 2 Vi 
override to fund. 

"And we just want to make sure that, when there 
is a recommendation made, that it covers a lot of bases in 
case one particular item doesn't seem to be too palatable 
there might be other options," said Nunes. 

The committee's intention, said Cutler, is to make 
a full presentation to voters, however, with the ability to 
point out which option is 'it.' 

When Parker raised the selectmen's prior desire 
to feature a non-binding question on the Annual Town 
Election ballot simply polling people's preference for a 
future town hall annex, some committee members sat 
silently, slowly shaking their heads in disapproval. 

"People wouldn't be informed enough to make 
a good decision and would basically be making a quick 
decision," Cutler said. "And then they'd be mad if we 
ended up coming up with another option down the line.... 
We're taking the same approach as we did with the school 
project." 

Committee member and Planning Board 
Chairman Arnold Johnson said the town would hold a 
number of public forums and workshops to garner public 
opinion and support, citing the way the Town of Marion's

"I think that's the same avenue that we're going 
to take once we have it narrowed down a little bit and 
have some numbers," said Johnson. 

And coming up with some figures to attach 
to those options is the next mission of the town annex 
committee. 

"Hopefully, there will be an option there that will 
meet with the voters' approval," said Parker. 

"If not, then we'll go back to the drawing board," 
said Cutler. 

"There's always a light," Parker added. 

"And sometimes it's the locomotive," said Cutler. 

Also during the meeting. Town Administrator 
Michael McCue said the special legislation to accept the 
2015 Annual Town Meeting that was inadvertently held 
sans a quorum has left the corresponding committee 
"favorably," and is closer to a positive vote in the Senate 
and House of Representatives for the eventual signing by 
the governor to make it official. 

The board approved a renewed agreement with 
the Town of Lakeville Animal Shelter as a primary animal 
shelter to meet the needs of the Town of Rochester for 
another year. 

The selectmen also appointed Planning Board 
member Lee Carr to the town hall annex committee. 

The Rochester Board of Selectmen will join 
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selectmen from Mattapoisett and Marion for a meeting of 
the Tri-Town Boards of Selectmen at 6:30 pm on Monday, 
February 1, at the ORRJHS media center. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for February 8 at 6:30 pm at the 
Rochester Town Hall. 

Boating Fees and Beach Access Top Meeting 

Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen

An increase in boating fees proposed by the 
Mattapoisett Board of Selectmen was met by internal and 
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external concerns from the town clerk and the owners of 
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the Mattapoisett Boat Yard on January 26. 

Town Clerk Catherine Heuberger raised concerns 
that the proposed methodology for ensuring that excise 
taxes, sticker permits, and mooring fees for boaters using 
boatyard facilities - a process now primarily handled by 
her office - would become more complicated if handled 
by commercial marinas and similar businesses. She said 
new software employed in the last year had made it easier 
to collect data needed to bill boaters more thoroughly and 
accurately 

"Bills are just about ready to go out now," 
said Heuberger. "How do we back out the boatyard 
customers?" 

The proposed new process, which had been 
vetted and discussed for months in public meetings held 
by the Marine Advisory Board and the selectmen, would 
set a flat fee of $200 for boaters using commercial marina 
moorings. The fee would include the sticker permit and 
be issued by the marina itself. But Ned Kaiser and Carla 
Edwards of the Mattapoisett Boat Yard didn't agree with 
the change. 

"Why does this become our responsibility?" 
Edwards asked. 

The new plan would require marinas to pay 
the new fee upfront, a whopping $30,000 increase over 
previous years. 

Selectman Jordan Collyer said, "In Marion, it 
works really well!" 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne explained 
that the waterfront enterprise fund had been subsidized 
by general fund appropriation for years, and fee increases 
were necessary to allow the department to operate 
independently. 

"It is not a pure waterways fund at this point," he 

said. 

"I'm worried about the process," Heuberger said. 

After discussing the list of increases. Selectman 
Paul Silva suggested Gagne pull a committee together of 
marina owners and town employees to further iron out 
the process that would allow increases to roll out for the 
coming season. 

"Work it out, be cooperative and get the thing 
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done," said Silva. 

Selectman Tyler Macalliser reminded everyone, 
"Fees have not increased in fifteen years." 

Proposed new fees are: sticker fee for residents - 
$2 per foot, non-resident - $5 per foot, resident seniors - $1 
per foot; mooring fees, flat rate - $60; commercial mooring 
fees - $200 including sticker; commercial slip spaces, flat 
fee - $210; slip fee at timber pier - $50 including sticker; 
skiff fee, flat fee - $150, resident seniors - $75; small boat 
fee, flat fee - $50; dinghy dock fee, fate rate - $100. 

Fees will be set at the February 9 meeting of the 
Board of Selectmen after the new committee meets. 

Earlier in the evening, Goodspeed Island 
residents Daniel DaRosa and Tony Campbell came before 
the board to request snow plowing of Railroad Avenue 
and trash collection. 

DaRosa said that when he first moved to his 
home at 3 Goodspeed, the road was plowed and trash 
was collected. He said that for the past several years, 
plowing had stopped, as well as trash collection. DaRosa 
said his main concern was safety and the ability of 
emergency vehicles to reach his and Campbell's home if 
the road wasn't plowed. 

Collyer began the discussion by saying, "In 
theory, you get the benefit of a private road," but went 
on to say it was in fact a public road over which the 
Goodspeed Island residents enjoyed an easement to reach 
their property. 
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"We restrict vehicles, giving the impression of a 
private road," Collyer added. 

Highway Superintendent Barry Denham was 
present to handle plowing questions. He said, "It was 
plowed from time to time, but it's not part of the plan." 

But DaRosa said the town was plowing all the 
way to the sewer pump station, a mere 500 feet from the 
entrance to his private driveway. 

"If they are going to plow to the pump station, it's 
only a little ways down the road," to his house, DaRosa 
said. 

"It is town property but not a public way. It has 
not been approved by town meeting," Silva said, adding 
that it is "public property that you have an easement 
over." 

Macallister interjected, "If you are going to get it 
plowed, you're going to have people going down there." 

The conversation shifted to future possibilities 
of opening the beach area up to public parking and 
preparing the road, especially in light of the plans for a 
bike path traversing the area. 

"Times have changed," said Collyer. "I'd have 
no problem going before town meeting to get funds for 
parking and road maintenance." He continued, "If the 
abutters want the road plowed and understand the public 
would have access, maybe we need to take a step back." 

Regarding DaRosa' s and Campbell's concern 
about emergency services having easy access to their 
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homes, Denham eased their minds, saying, "I have trucks 
located throughout town in strategic locations . . . we are 
sometimes closer than the police and fire departments . . . 
oftentimes we have to plow right into the front yard." 

Gagne said he would work with Denham on 
the bigger issue of opening the area up to public traffic 
noting, "I think we can do some things there that can 
benefit the public as a whole." 

Denham was quick to add, "Let's do some 
planning first. We have a ways to go before people can 
drive down and park there." 

Regarding town meeting, Silva said, "Let our 
residents decide how they want to spend money." 

On the matter of trash collection for Goodspeed 
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Island residents, Gagne said he had already asked the 
Board of Health to speak with ABC Disposal. However, 
Collyer pointed out that their trucks were too heavy for 
the old culvert under the roadway. 

In other matters, Gagne recently met with 
members of the Massachusetts Department of 
Transportation to coordinate various aspects of the bike 
path Phase IB. 

He said the current appeal of a recent 
Conservation Commission decision to allow test borings 
would most likely not negatively affect funding expected 
to be released this year. Gagne reported that the DOT has 
given permission to proceed with permitting and that a 
Notice of Intent would be forthcoming for the test borings. 
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Gagne also invited the public to attend a meeting 
on February 4 at Center School to discuss the continuation 
of improvements to roads and sidewalks in the village. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Selectmen is scheduled for February 9 at 7:00 pm in the 
Mattapoisett Town Hall conference room. 

Mini-Marathon ZBA Hearing 

Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals

The agenda for the January 21 meeting of the 
Mattapoisett Zoning Board of Appeals contained only 
three hearings, but two of the three required plenty of 
time to air questions and concerns before action could be 
taken. 

Nils Johnson, owner and innkeeper of the Inn 
on Shipyard Park, petitioned the board for a commercial 
special permit. 

Flanked by his partner, Andrea Perry, and 
attorney Marc Deshaies, Johnson discussed the scope of 
renovations proposed for the porch of the historic inn. 

He said the porch was difficult for patrons and 
waitstaff to navigate and looked shabby. Johnson said 
he planned to expand the porch space by 3 feet and 
rehabilitate the front fagade. 

Another part of the repairs and improvements, 
he explained, would be a new entranceway that would 
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eliminate the now awkward and unsafe steps through the 
front door. He said the porch expansion would allow up 
to 10 more seats in this highly-coveted seasonal location 
for patrons. 

Deshaies discussed bylaws that allowed the board 
to grant Johnson a special permit and said the overall 
occupancy would not change. 

When ZBA Chairman Susan Akin opened up the 
hearing for the public comment phase, several abutters 
were prepared to challenge the application. 

Neighbors Maureen Butler, 9 Water Street, and 
Randy Smith of SVi Water Street, clearly weren't pleased 
with a porch expansion. 

Butler, represented by Attorney Thomas Crotty, 
launched into all the reasons why the board couldn't 
approve a special permit, citing what he believed was 
a state statute superseding local bylaws. However, the 
underlying reason for Butler's and Smith's objection to 
the plans was their concern that more seats on the porch 
would equate to more noise from the inn. 

"My client can't cooperate with Johnson because 
he hasn't cooperated with them," said Crotty regarding 
noise complaints. "This is not a legal project within the set 
back requirements." 

Director of Inspectional Services Andrew Bobola 
explained that the special permit was, in fact, appropriate 
for the repairs and improvements Johnson was proposing. 
He read from zoning bylaw 3.2 which he said clearly 
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allowed a special permit for alternations, expansions, and 
renovations. 

"This is a lawfully nonconforming structure," 
said Bobola, noting again that a special permit was in 
order. "We've never had a challenge in the 31 years I've 
been on this board," he said referring to special permits 
previously granted. 

Later in the evening during the board's 
deliberations, there was little resistance to the application. 

One ZBA member, Mary Ann Brogan, thought 
that town counsel should be consulted and the hearing 
continued until clarity could be shed on whether or not a 
special permit was appropriate. The other members were 
more than satisfied to accept Bobola' s opinion. 
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Board member Ken Pacheco went further saying, 
"Mattapoisett has three things: Salty, Shipyard Park, 
and the inn.... It is vital to the community!" He went 
on, "Parking - park down on the wharf and, as for noise 
complaints, I bet ninety percent of the noise complaints 
have come from the Butlers." 

Directing his comments to the audience, Pacheco 
said, "You live beside an inn. It's a young couple. They 
have their whole life ahead of them. Let them build this 
up." 

The board unanimously approved the special 
permit for Johnson. 

There is an appeal process for any ZBA decision. 
An aggrieved party has up to 20 days to appeal to either 
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the court or to the town clerk. 

Another application taking considerable 
time to evaluate was a variance by Fred and Caroline 
Schernecker for 1 Goodspeed Island. They are currently 
under a purchase and sale agreement with current owner, 
Anthony Campbell. The contract is contingent upon the 
applicant being able to return the parcel to its original two 
buildable lot status. 

Campbell had the two parcels joined as one when 
he purchased the properties in 2010, with the intention of 
building a pool and pool house on one of the lots. That 
project never came to pass. 

Now, Schernecker is ready to buy the property 
and said he wanted two separate lots, explaining, "So 
our friends can build on the other lots." The issue for the 
board was that sectioning the land into two lots would 
result in the vacant parcel not meeting current zoning 
bylaws. 

Marc Deshaies, also representing Schernecker and 
Campbell, said, "They are simply looking to go back in 
time. . . . You have to figure out how to undo this through a 
variance." He continued, "We can recreate what was there 
in 1984, but can't meet current bylaws." 

Akin questioned, "Where is the hardship?" Akin 
referred to the hardship necessary to approve a variance. 
Deshaies responded, "The hardship could be the unusual 
shape of the lot." 

The board debated the case, but in the end, they 
were unable to find a hardship worthy of creating a lot 
unable to meet current zoning bylaws. 

Akin repeated, "I have a problem seeing a 
hardship," and Brogan said, "He (Campbell) should have 
known he was taking a chance doing it," in reference to 
joining the two parcels. In the end, the board unanimously 
denied the request. 

Earlier in the evening, the board approved a 
special permit to David Jones, for property located at 38 
Fairhaven Road for the construction of a single-family 
dwelling. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Board of 
Appeals will be scheduled for February 18 at 6:00 pm at 
the Mattapoisett Town Hall if there are cases to be heard. 
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Emotions Stirred During Solar Farm Hearing 

Rochester Planning Board

The Rochester Planning Board was unwilling to 
wait - a second time - for a tardy arrival of the engineer 
of the large-scale solar farm slated for the center of 
Rochester. Instead, Planning Board member Ben Bailey 
suggested the board cease waiting for him and continue 
the January 26 meeting until February 9. 

This came just moments after the board denied 
Amelia Tracy of Renewable Energy, LLC her request that 
the board issue a positive vote that evening in order to 
meet a recently accelerated deadline of a state program for 
financial incentives on solar energy investment projects in 
Massachusetts. 

Tracy said she learned only ten minutes prior 
about the abrupt change in the solar regulations of the 
solar program, which she said often change without 
notice. The new deadline, she said, was next week. 

"We are now on a tight timeline to finish this 
project," said Tracy. "That's the reality of our industry. For 
us to get a vote tonight would be the best possibility for 
us." 

Bailey was unsympathetic. He suggested the 
program was all about tax credits and "government 
handouts." When Tracy stated that the program would 
qualify the project for a "solar renewable credit program," 
Bailey called it "baloney." 

"Dress it up, it's still a pig," said Bailey. 

"It's incredibly important for us to get a permit 
tonight if possible," Tracy reemphasized. "It's a really 
big deal for us. I just wanted you to know that this is the 
reality for us." 

Planning Board Chairman Arnold Johnson told 
Tracy the board had still not received the peer review 
reports from its hired engineer and, given that Renewable 
Energy changed engineers only recently in the middle 
of the application, there was no room for any "give and 
take." 

In addition, said Johnson, the Natural Heritage & 
Endangered Species Program concerns were still pending. 
Johnson reiterated that the board's policy is to refrain 
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from making decisions before Natural Heritage finishes 
its own matters, lest the approved plan be subsequently 
changed. 

"We could get through all our stuff. We could 
close the public hearing," and the board could wrap up all 
loose ends of the project, Johnson said, "but we still won't 
be able to take a formal vote on it until Natural Heritage 
is done." 

Furthermore, Johnson said decommissioning 
concerns still lingered and, with the project's addition 
of a landscaping architect into the mix, a hasty vote was 
impossible. 

"We don't like to waste anyone's time," Johnson 
said sounding sympathetic. "When our time is right, we 
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like to write very good decisions." 

Johnson said that, realistically, Tracy would be 
looking at a final vote in March. 

Abutters and neighbors in attendance expressed 
frustration over a Rochester Board of Health public 
hearing that residents reported was held back on January 
13, just one day after the prior Planning Board hearing 
when Tracy first learned the project would require a 
Board of Health waiver pertaining to the proximity of the 
project to a nearby septic leaching field. 

Resident David Watling said that when he 
inquired with the Board of Health about Renewable 
Energy's public hearing, he learned that Renewable 
Energy was never placed on the agenda, the public 
hearing was not legally posted, and no abutters were 
notified - contrary to what Town Counsel Blair Bailey told 
residents the night of the last Planning Board meeting on 
January 12. 

One resident said she was called two hours 
before the Board of Health meeting and informed about 
it. Others said the meeting happened without them 
knowing. 

By that point in the meeting, Tracy was unable to 
tell the board when she expected the engineer to arrive. 
Bailey called the situation rude, and he quickly motioned 
to continue the hearing until February 9. Some residents 
expressed subdued joy, and the meeting was adjourned. 

Also on the agenda, the public hearing for a 
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special permit for Melink Corporation for a solar energy 
facility off Snipatuit Road was immediately continued 
until February 9 at the request of the applicant. 

Johnson quickly referred to yet another 
application being tentatively submitted for another solar 
farm in Rochester, this time on Marion Road by the old 
airport property This, said Johnson, would make solar 
farm number six for the town. 

The next meeting of the Rochester Planning Board 
is scheduled for February 9 at 7:00 pm at the Rochester 
Senior Center on Dexter Lane. 
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Marion Tightens Tobacco Sale Regulations 

Marion Board of Health

Effective March 1, the minimum age to purchase 
tobacco and nicotine products in Marion will be 21. 

On January 26, the Marion Board of Health voted 
to raise the minimum age for purchasing tobacco and 
nicotine delivery products, including electronic cigarettes 
and other devices that create a nicotine-containing vapor 
for inhalation. This process is also known as "vaping." 

The goal is to reduce underage smoking and 
vaping, which is seemingly marketed towards and 
appealing to kids because of its fruity flavors. 

"Kids are coming out of middle school and 
trying to decide what they're going to be, what makes 
them cool," said Robert Collett, director of the Cape Cod 
Regional Tobacco Program. The board hopes that raising 
the minimum age, along with the high price of cigarettes 
that is now over $10 a pack, will lower youth access and 
prevent nicotine addiction. 

The U.S. Center for Disease Control reports that 
e-cigarette use among middle and high school students 
tripled from 2013 to 2014. 

The board also voted to abolish the sale of Blunt 
wraps, which are often flavored and used for rolling 
marijuana cigarettes. The sale of single cigars will no 
longer be allowed; however, the town will allow the sale 
of a minimum packaging of four cigars, priced at no less 
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than $5. 

The sale of roll-your-own cigarette rolling 
machines is also prohibited under the regulation. 

Statistics show that 80% of adult smokers started 
before their 18 th birthday. Roughly 15% of students 
nationwide who currently smoke cigarettes started before 
the age of 18, and 14% usually obtained them by buying 
them in a store. 

The penalty for selling to an underage person 
starts at $100 for a first violation, and increases to $200 
for a second and $300 for a third or subsequent violation 
within two years of the second violation. 

The town itself will enforce the new minimum 
age since the legal age to purchase tobacco or nicotine 
products in Massachusetts remains at 18. 

Six businesses in Marion will be affected by the 
sanitary code changes. Health Agent Karen Walega said 
these stores will be notified of the changes via registered 
mail. 

The Board of Health also added e-cigarettes and 
vaping devices to the regulation prohibiting smoking in 
public places and workplaces. The penalties for violating 
the no smoking in public law are the same as selling to an 
underage buyer. 

During the public hearing for the smoking 
and tobacco regulation changes, no residents were in 
attendance to either support or oppose the new measures. 

According to Collett, Marion is joining 90 other

Massachusetts municipalities - about 43% of the state - in 
changing the regulations. Wareham, he said, just passed 
their new smoking and tobacco regulations last week, 
effective April 1. 

"I want to talk to Rochester about it," said 
Walega, who is also the health agent for Rochester. "But I 
want to add the flavored tobacco ban to it. I think that is 
the key to the whole thing." 

During previous meetings, some Board of Health 
members in Marion opposed regulating the merchandise 
sale of flavored tobacco, preferring to stick only with the 
age minimum increase and public smoking prohibition.

Committees Advised to Prepare for Calendar Vote 

' The Joint' School Committees

Old Rochester Regional School Committee 
Chairman Patrick LeClair told members of 'The Joint' 
School Committees on January 21 that they should return 
to their individual school districts and discuss an eventual 
draft of the 2016/201 7 school year calendar ahead of the 
next joint meeting. The Joint meets again in March when 
Superintendent of Schools Doug White hopes they will 
take a vote. 

LeClair said he hoped for a more "quick process" 
this year ". . .So we're not sitting here arguing about it. . . 
"as opposed to last year when school calendar discussions 
lasted some time until a vote was finally taken at the end 
of May 2015. 

The date of most contention is Good Friday, 
which lands on March 25 this year. Two years ago, the 
joint school committees approved making Good Friday 
a regular school day and replacing that day off with the 
day before Thanksgiving. Members of the community 
and a number of school committee members opposed the 
notion; however, it was approved again for a second year 
to allow for another chance to analyze school attendance 
data. 

LeClair said he hoped the joint committees 
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would listen more to the school administrators and their 
recommendation on whether schools should remain open 
or return to a day off for students and staff. 

"At the end of the day, it's still 180 days that they 
have to be there," LeClair stated. 

White said administration was still working on a 
draft calendar, which none of the school committees have 
yet been shown. 

"It would be nice to have a calendar by June," 
said Marion School Committee Chairman Christine 
Marcolini. 

White said a calendar draft would be available 
for school committees to discuss during their February 
meetings. 

A vote during the March 24 joint school 
committees meeting would mean school committee 
members would not be able to review Good Friday school 
attendance data ahead of a vote, which a number of 
school committee members last year said would be vital. 

During the pilot of the Good Friday school 
day on April 3, 2015, student and staff attendance was 
significantly down from average daily attendance, 
ranging from a 10-21 percent absentee rate up from an 
average of 4-6 percent. A higher number of students at the 
high school were also dismissed during the school day, to 
the tune of 42 students. 

The next meeting of The Joint School Committee 
members is scheduled for March 24 at 6:30 pm in the Old 
Rochester Regional Junior Fligh School media room.

This past week at Old Rochester Regional High 
School, students have been forced to face the looming 
fact that the future is imminent and must be dealt with 
at some time or another. In fewer words, it's time to pick 
next year's classes. 

Neon green cards with next year's class options 
were handed out to all students, with the request that 
they think about what classes they wish to take next year 
and have their teachers initial their approval. 
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Every year. Old Rochester offers an array of 
different classes. In order for a class to run, a minimum of 
15 students must sign up for the course. 

"If I get 14 or under, it makes me think that 
I shouldn't commit resources to that class and try to 
provide students with other options," said Principal 
Michael Devoll. 

In fact, some of the Advanced Placement (AP) 
courses are offered every other year in order to allow 
for a variety of classes while still allowing every grade 
to take the classes they want. This also ensures that the 
enrollment in those classes will be high enough to keep 
the class running. 

"Some of our AP courses that have struggled with 
student enrollment, we run every other year," Devoll said. 
"If they ran every year, like AP Chemistry for example, 
we would only have one pool of students to take the class. 
By running every other year, we can capture two different 
levels - junior and seniors." 

The goal of the Old Rochester staff is to ensure 
each student is placed in a class that will best fit his or her 
needs. Therefore, teachers are asked to sign course cards 
for the class that they feel students will be challenged 
enough to get the best education they can. But what 
happens if a student wishes to take a class of a higher 
level than what their teacher recommends? Devoll 
explained. 

"If a student wants to override the 
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recommendation, we schedule a meeting because we're 
not going to say 'no,' but we're just going to explain why 
the recommendation we made was for that course," said 
Devoll. "For those override meetings, we'll bring work 
samples and we'll say 'here's some work that you've done 
and here's some work for the level that you want,' or we 
may ask the teacher to come and talk about strengths and 
weaknesses. I don't want to be in the business of saying 
'no'; I want to be in the business of being transparent." 
Devoll continued, "This is what we think is best. If you 
want to go for it, then go for it. We'll support you, but 
we'll also give you information as to what areas you need 
to brush up on or get stronger at." 

In order for a student to graduate, a minimum of 
120 credits is required. In previous years, students would 
select their courses independently and without guidance; 
but now, students and their guidance counselors work 
together as a team to create the perfect schedule that will 
incorporate core classes with enjoyable electives to fill the 
holes in the credits. 

"Creating your schedule with the guidance 
counselor helps develop that relationship, but also 
the counselor can say 'you know what, you haven't 
completed your art yet. Let's pick an art elective,"' 
explained Devoll. 

As for electives, those are selected by both 
availability of schedule and by seniority, due to the fact 
that seniors have fewer years to complete the credit 
requirements and to take their desired electives than 
underclassmen have. 

There are, of course, schedule mishaps that 
sometimes can't be avoided, and this forces students to 
make executive decisions about their education. 

"Now [the students] may have some tough 
decision to make," said Devoll. "For example, if their 
honors Latin class runs at the same time as an AP class, 
that's difficult, especially because we only have eight 
blocks to work with." 

It's like a giant jigsaw puzzle, said Devoll, "So we 
do the best we can meeting not the individual's need, but 
meeting as many individuals' needs as we can." 

For students, course selection time can be 
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difficult, as it forces students to think about their focuses 
for the future and find a balance of school to life. 

"One of the most stressful parts [of course 
selection] is trying to plan ahead for college," said 
sophomore Alisha Mackin. "I'd like to take as many AP 
classes as I can, but also have time for life and a sport." 

In the upcoming weeks, classes will be buzzing 
with excitement, as well as anxiety, as students decide on 
the classes that will shape the way the next year of their 
lives will play out from an academic standpoint. 

Students Strive to Make Change 

Tabor Academy News

Student activism has a long history in America. 
With their energy and passion, students have the power 
to change the culture and direct the conversation within 
their schools and beyond. Whether by starting clubs or 
inviting the community to help on a more specific project, 
members of the Tabor Academy community were able to 
raise awareness and start conversations about gay rights 
in the U.S. 

Seniors Lulu Ward and Olivia Kaszanek started 
the Gay Straight Alliance (GSA) at Tabor last year. 

"During my first two years at Tabor, I feel like 
the topic was pretty much ignored," said Ward. "Not a 
lot of people were talking about gay rights, and I felt like 
the community needed to be more educated and more 
inclusive." 

The purpose of the GSA, she says, is to provide 
a safe space for members of the LGBTQ community and 
allies to express themselves without judgement. She also 
hopes that her club will start meaningful discussions 
around campus. 

The biggest event planned by the GSA this year 
was a day called "Changing the Game." The goal was to 
have athletes and captains of teams at Tabor pledge their 
support to change the language used in locker rooms and 
during games that can isolate LGBTQ students. 

"Changing the Game at Tabor means that any 
athlete, regardless of sexual orientation, gender identity, 
or any other factor, can pursue their passions without fear 
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of stigmatism," said Ward. 

Together, along with many athletes and coaches 
who volunteered. Ward and Kaszanek made a video of 
various pledges that was shown at all-school. 

Ward also attended the recent Student Diversity 
Leadership Conference in Florida, which a handful of 
Tabor students attend every year. 

"SDLC widened my horizons by educating 
me on aspects of LGBTQ activism I hadn't 
previously considered," said Ward. "For example, 
underrepresentation in the media is a huge issue for 
Trans* men and women of all ages, which I hadn't focused 
on until now." Looking towards the future. Ward hopes 
to widen her scope and focus on more and more aspects 
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of the LGBTQ community to ensure healthy, productive 
discussion. 

Another student working to change the cultural 
conversation is Tabor senior Brooke Wakeman. While 
doing a project for her Civil Rights class, Brooke looked 
up the Google definition of marriage. 

"When I read the definition, I immediately 
noticed that it sounded as though same-sex marriage was 
added as an afterthought, as if it were less important." 

From this, she got the idea to start a petition to 
change the definition to make it more inclusive. 

"It's a cause worth pursuing because equality 
is so important," said Wakeman. With over 26,000 
signatures and growing, she notes the support of the 
Tabor community "They were the first to sign the 
petition," Wakeman said. "And they've been supportive 
the whole way through." 

Students like Ward, Kaszanek, Wakeman, and 
many others who join these causes, have an incredible 
power to shift the conversations in all parts of the 
community, from the classroom to the locker room. 

Their choice to focus this talk on LGBTQ rights helps 
to strengthen the cause in the community and bring 
attention to an important, socially relevant topic.

Cindy and Bill Tilden's Girls' Track team captured 
their sixth straight SCC Championship as they knocked 
off Dighton-Rehoboth and Fairhaven on Wednesday night 
to finish their regular season 9-0. Boys' Track lost to D-R 
but wound up 8-1 for the year, second in the SCC to the 
Falcons. Meanwhile, Boys' Basketball stayed undefeated 
at 11-0 with a huge victory over the Bourne Canalmen, 
and Girls' Swimming and Boys' Ice Hockey captured 
meaningful wins in an eventful week. 

Boys' Basketball: Home for both games this 
week, the Bulldogs first took on Fairhaven on Tuesday. 
Seniors Evan Santos (10 points, 7 rebounds, 7 assists) 
and Will Santos (15 points, 5 rebounds) led the way in 
a 54-41 victory.

Spotlight

Spotlight. Starring Michael Keaton and Mark Ruffalo. 
Directed by Tom McCarthy. Running time: 129 minutes. 
MPAA rating: R. 

Various representatives of the Catholic Church 
have given a thumbs-up to Spotlight , a docudrama about 
Boston Globe reporters breaking the story of the Church's 
cover-up of scores of abuses by Boston priests. Well, 
how else is the Church going to react to it? Condemning 
the film would be fantastic free publicity; praising it is 
brilliant tactical aikido against possible new detractors of 
the Church. Anyway, I happen to agree with the fine film 
critics at the Vatican and the Boston Archdiocese. Spotlight 
is an undemonstrative journalistic thriller with an even 
but urgent heartbeat, driven as much by reporters' need 
for their paper to be first to crack the story as by actual 
concern for truth, justice, and the American way. We are, 
for example, asked to be horrified at the idea of the Herald 
getting its sulfurous, tabloidy claws into this once-in-a- 
generation scoop. 

The movie takes its name from the Globe's elite 
investigative team, instituted in 1970, known for its 
devotion to going deep on afflicting-the-powerful stories 
and taking its sweet time getting there. Here, they don't 
have much sweet time. The new editor, Marty Baron 
(Liev Schreiber), makes a pitch to Spotlight commander 
Walter "Robby" Robinson (Michael Keaton): why not look 
into this business about Father John Geoghan abusing 
children and Cardinal Law dealing with it by reassigning 
Geoghan and keeping silent? The team — rounded out by 
passionate Mike Rezendes (Mark Ruffalo), compassionate 
Sacha Pfeiffer (Rachel McAdams), and dogged Matt 
Carroll (Brian D'Arcy James) — swings into action, soon 
finding that the story extends far more broadly than only 
one priest playing Musical Parishes. 

A welcoming round of applause for the return 
of director / cowriter Tom McCarthy, who emerges 
unbloodied from his prior experience on the Adam 
Sandler flop The Cobbler. This is indeed the kind of "small" 
(well, $20 million is small these days) mid-budget drama 



for adults that seems so endangered now; technically, it's 
an indie production, distributed by Open Road, owned 
by theatrical giants AMC and Regal. McCarthy, who has 
roots in indie comedy-drama, gives us a film that looks 
like television without really feeling like it; the conflicts 
feel major even as McCarthy and writing partner Josh 
Singer mostly avoid melodrama. The few encounters with 
victims, now grown, of pedophile priests are handled 
with tact but with a steady eye for relevant detail; one 
man shows us, almost too quickly to catch, needle tracks 
on his arm. The men look haunted, mutilated in their 
souls; they stare inward into hell. 

It was a hell that few knew or cared to know 
about. The Spotlight team has an unwilling ally in abrupt, 
irascible lawyer Mitchell Garabedian (Stanley Tucci), who 
has zero patience for adults but, we discover in a late 
scene, all the affectionate patience in the world for his 
young clients who have suffered abuse. Muddying the 
moral waters a bit is a meeting with a molesting priest 
who cheerfully admits to his crimes, because he doesn't 
consider what he did to be rape; rape is what happened 
to him. The movie doesn't clarify whether he, too, was 
a boyhood victim of a priest, and whether some victims 
of abuse become tireless advocates for justice while 
others, their souls incinerated, continue the cycle of abuse 
themselves. A psychologist and ex-priest, played as a 
phone-voice of authority by an unbilled Richard Jenkins, 
suggests that the problem with the Church stems from 
psychosexual deformity caused by celibacy — or does 
the priesthood, and other positions of trust like school 
coaches, attract the psychosexually deformed? Spotlight 
gets us thinking about that, but ultimately leaves the 
answer to other movies (I recommend, for starters, the 
two-part powerhouse The Boys of St. Vincent). Decently, 
it focuses on the victims, and why there continued to be 
victims for so long.
